Our vast national resources and credit 
are afjundantlj' sufricient to justify 
them in the utmost faith and conhdeiice-. 
If instead of Indng frightened they are 
conservative, and if instead of gloomily 
anticipatiuii immediate disaster thev 
contribute their sliare of bone and st-.-'ttd- 
iness they will perform u patriotic dntv 
and at the same time protect their ow" 
interest. The things just now neede,. 
are coolness and calmness In flnanuiHi 
circles and study and reflection among 
our people."
